AGAINST PROF. SEE 
BOTH DISMISSED 


Justice Krueger’ Gives Good 
Lickings He Got in School as 
Reason for Action. 





PROSECUTOR 





Says He Will Appeal and Mother 
Decides to Ask for a War- 
rant Charging Assault. 





Justice Krueger used to get lickings 


from his teacher at school, and they 


were hard lickings, too, he said Wednes- 
day in the Dayton Street Police Court, 
where he was presiding for Judge Pol- 


tard, and that was his reason for dis- 
missing the cases against Principal W. 
J. See of the Stoddard School, who 
whipped two pupils with a section of 
split hose until one of them bore ten 
blue welts. The mother of one boy said 
she would ask for a warrant against See 
for assault and battery. 

Prof. See was charged in both. cases 
with disturbing the peace.. E. M. Gross- 
man, attorney for the Board of Educa- 
tion, asked, before any testimony was 
heard, that the cases be dismissed on the 
ground that a school teacher occupies 
the same position during school hours to 
the pupil that the parent occupies out of 
school, and that a parent cannot be 
charged with disturbing a child’s ptace 
in disciplining it. 

“I want to hear the testimony,”’ 
the acting judge. 

So ll-year-old Hobson Cousin, who has 
moved from 3130 Lucas avenue to 4043 
McPherson avenue to get out of the 
Stoddard School district, to6k the wit- 
ness stand to tell how he and 13-year- 
old George Quinlivan got into a fight 
while playing in the schoolyard, and 
how Principal See separated them.

Quinlivan told how he, teo, was 
whipped in the presence of his school- 
mates, and said Principal See struck 
him 24 or 25 times. He had never be- 
fore been whipped at school, he said, 
but it had happened to him at home, 
and he invariably counted the strokes. 

Ten-year-old Harry Russell, a pupil 
who saw Hobson whipped, testified that 
it was a hard whipping. 

Principal See said he did not strike 
either boy more than % times. He 
thought 15 was more nearly correct. He

12, 1909, paid to Charles W. Disbrow 
$393.75 for the premium on his official 
bond and that this amount was not re- 
placed. by Graves in the year 1909, 

He also found, he says, that March 2, 
1910, Graves paid to the United States 
Fidelity and Guaranty Co. $525 for the 
premium on his official bond and that

John Burton of Alton, a _ wrestler, 
who killed two men with his bare hands, 
guilty Wednesday at 
is probably the

This verdict applies 
to the death of Louis Weibracht, whom 
Burton strangled after he had choked 
Leo Wentz to death. -A manslaughter 
indictment for Wentz’s death is stand- 
ing against him.

a. m. Alderman George Burton, candi- 
date for Mayor of Alten. grasped his 
son’s hands. There were tears in his 
eyes. ‘I’m glad, my. boy,” he said bro- 
kenly The young man heard this with- 
show of emotion. 

State’s Attorney Gillham said he had 
not decided whether to prosecute the 
indictment for Wentz’s.death, but it 
was the common belief in Edwardsville 
that he weuld nolle prosequi it. Many 
residents of the town: are friends’ of 
Burton’s father and his sympathwers 


| were in the majority in the courtroom. 


They cheered and whistled at the ver- 
dict, and Judge’ Hadley ignored the out- 
burst for several minutes, then direct- 
ed a bailiff to call for order. 
Prisoner Enjoys Spotlight. 
Burton, his father and his lawyer ar- 
rived at the court room at 8:30 a. m. and 
relatives of the two men wher were killed 
appeared soon after. Many .spectators 
gathered later, and the courtroom was 
well filled. Burton strolled up and down 
in the bar inclosuye, smoking uncon- 
cernedly and seemingly rather enjeying

State’s Attorney Gillham began the 
arguments with half an hour’s talk, 
in which, after outlining briefiy the 
circumstances of the killing—Burton’s

cant house to spend the night—he 
took up Burton's testimony that he 
was awakened when Wentz snatched 
his: folded coat, containing $20, from 
under his head. 

Nobody ever heard that assertion until 
Burton took the stand, Gillham pointed 
out, except his lawyer. Just after -ine 
killing, Burton said nothing about it. 
He said merely that the men had tried 
to rob him, and did not tell of having 
fallen asleep and then being awakened 
by the attempt. 

After Burton had strangled Wentz to 
death he started out.of the house, ac- 
cording to his story. H6é testified that 
Weibracht grasped his leg, to prevent 
him from going.. Gillham suggested that 
asea matter of fact, he probably stum- 
bled over Weibracht, who, roused from 
a half-drunken stupor, put out a pro- 
testing hand. In killing Weibracht, Gill- 
ham declared, Burton murdered an in- 


“*nocent man, according to his own testi- 


mony.

It never had been. shown, anyhow, 
that there was a pocketbook in Burton's 
coat, or that it contained $20, Gillham 
pointed out. The pocketbook was not 
found in Burton’s pocket, nor in the 
clothes of either of the dead men. 

Closing, Gillham dwelt on the fact 
that Burton slept in jail tne rest of the 
night of the killing, Aug. 13 Jast.

Over Cubs for 1911 Flag 





A consensus of expert opinion com- 
piled by a Cincinnat! newspaper makes 
the Giants favorites over the Cubs and 
Pirates in the next race for the honor 
of upholding the National League stand- 
ard in the world’s series of 1911. There 
seems to be no sound argument to ac- 
count for this flattering opinion of the 
New. York team extept the defeat of 
the Cubs. by the Athletics last fall, 
writes Sidney Mercer in the New 
York Globe. And defeat in a 
closely contested series-of games would 
not’ have caused distrust of the Na- 
tional League champions; it was their 
complete collapse that ee raised the 
doubt.

McGraw is making no 
predictions, But out West the question 
of whether the Cubs can “come back’’ 
and whether the Giants have improved 
are burning issues. 

I do not pretend to be able to say

whether the Cubs or the Pittsburg team 
will be there with the old “punch” next 
season; I do not know whether Miner 
Brown is going to quit the game or 
whether he will be a winner if he sticks; 
whether Johnny Ktng will do better 
than he did last season; whether Stein- 
feldt will hang on; whether the outfield 
will hit, and whether Owner Murphy 
will interferé with Manager Chance. I 
have always believed, however, that a 
champion once beaten is always suscep- 
tible to the knockout punch. The Cubs 
suffered disheartening crushing de- 
last fall; their confidence in 
themselves was punctured. They are 
not likely to recover from that jar to 
the extent that they will consider them- 
selves unbeatable, as they .once did. 
And that sort of confidence is needed 
by a championship team. The Giants 
lost in 1906-and are atill convalescing. 

But whatever the Cubs and Pirates 
may do, I am satisfied that the Giants 
are going to improve. This is not an 
annual prediction, either. Last spring 
and the spring before that the team was 
in the constructive stage. It.is not a 
finished team now, by any means, but it 
is strong in spots where it appears weak 
to some folks.

GOV. HADLEY’S ADMISSION. 

Gov. Hadley’s statement, just before the char- 
ter election, that he had not read the new char- 
ter and was ignorant of its provisions, was an 
amazing admission. St. Louis is the metropolis 
of Missouri. It contains about a fifth of the 
State’s population. The Governor of the State 
is. deeply concerned with the municipal and po- 
litical conditions of St. Louis. He controls the 
Police Department, the Excise Commissioner and 
the election machinery. 

The city’s need of a new charter has been a 
subject of discussion for years. It was the ob- 
ject of a vigorous campaign two years ago. The 
charter has been in course of preparation for 
eighteen months. The question of its adoption 
has been the issue of a tremefidous campaign for 
80 days. The newspapers of St. Louis have con- 
tained an enormous mass of: information about 
the charter. They have carried in their columns 
an ardent discussion of its features. Many edi- 
torial leaders on the issue hgsye been published. 

In addition to this heated and informing cam- 
paign, which woulé tempt the intellectual, if not 
the emotional] interest of any intelligent public 
man in the State, not to speak of the Governor, 
the new code contained provisions affecting Gov. 
Hadley’s powers. It touched upon one of his 
pet measures, It provided for home rule, should 
the Legislature follow the Governor’s recommen- 
dation that it be granted to St. Louls. The 
Governor has had a number of. conferences with 
St. Louls political leaders who were deeply in- 
terested in the charter issue. The majority of the 


‘Oity Committee of the Governor’s party, em- 


bracing his close friends, opposed it on account 
of a faction quarre] and fear of the influence of 
the merit system on the party’s fortunes in the 
city. 

More than thfs the new charter contained a 
great body of progressive provisions. It repre- 
sented a signal advance. on the lines of modern 
municipal reform. The issue of: progress was 
clear cut in the campaign. On this account the 
charter has attracted the attention of public men 
and students of governmental problems in all 
parts of the country. 

Gov. Hadley has interested himself in St. Louis 
concerns of far less importance than the char- 
ter. We express no opinion of his refusal to 
interfere with the conduct of his party’s organi- 
zation leaders and h's appointees with respect 
to the charter. But we recall that he has inter- 
posed in factional differences between Repub- 
lican leaders here and has interfered with 
the conduct of appointees in matters of incom- 
parably less weight. e- 

We confess to.a feeling of profound disappoint- 
ment in Gov. Hadley’s expressed lack of interest 
in the vital and weighty problems of the State’s 
metropolis over which he exercises 80 much 
actual control. It reflects upon his intelligence 
and public spirit. We confess to a sense of hu- 
miliation that he should offer such an excuse for 
declining to express an opinion on the merits 
of the charter. 

The question of interfering with the action of 
party leaders is wholly different from the ques- 
tion Pa informing himself and expressing an 
opinion on a great issue of municipal government 
in the chief city of the State. Governors of in- 
telligence, broad mind and courage, as a rule, 
regard the latter as within the scope of their 
office and do not. hesitate to speak their views. 
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Of the $70,000 which was fixed as the portion 
of St. Louls toward the American Red Cross En- 
dowment Fund, over $32,000 has been paid. This 
is a gratifying response to the appeal, but the 
goal is stil] far distant. No form of general hu- 


-|mane endeavor approximates that of the Red

‘William McKinley, author 
of the first high protective tariff, undertook, as 
President; to carry into effect ‘the elaborate 
scheme for rédtprocity included in the provisions 
of the Dingley law. His last public utterance, 
quoted with approval by President Taft, on Mon- 
day, concluded with: 

7 Reciprovity treaties are in harnions with 
the spirit of the times. Measures of retali- 
ation are’ not. If, perchance, some of our 
tariffs are no longer needed for revenue or to 
ericourage and protect our industries at home, 
why should they not be employed to extend 
and promote our markets abroad? 

The Unitetl States Senate smothered every 
treaty John A. Kasson, Mr. McKinley’s reci- 
procity agent, negotiated. It smothered the Hay- 
Bond treaty during Mr. Roosevelt’s administra- 
tion. It yielded apparently to sentimentality, but 
really to the wishes of the Sugar Trust in ap- 
proving the reciprocity treaty with Cuba. 

Republicans in state and nation have indorsed 
reciprocity as a cardinal principle of Republii- 
canism in a thousand platforms. For 20 years it 
has been held before the people in extenuation of 
exorbitant tariff rates and as a promise and hope 
of lower ones. 

But the lower rates have never come. The 
mise has never been near redemption. From 
Blaine to Taft not an inch of progress has been 
made. Reciprocity has been a political deception 
and an economic subterfuge since the beginning. 

Now Mr. Taft brings forward a modest pro- 
posal for reciprocal concessions with Canada as 
the climax of nearly 20 years of fruitless effort.

Catching up my hat I 
dashed out and ran nearly an hour, covering about 
six miles of ground, going from one doctor’s house 
to another before finding a doctor at home. The 
horse of the one I found in Kad met with an acci- 
dent that afternoon and rcoter and I had to 
foot it the six miles or so the patient. Going 
te my room, I dropped onto my bed completely 
exhausted from my 12 miles of hot footing, and 
I knew nothing more until a loud knocking at 
my door aroused me from 10 solid hours of sleep 
with my clothes and shoes on. I was a new man. 
The secret of curing insomnia dawned on me 
with the opening of my eyes. It was and is 
nothing more than the common sense fact that 
to tire the body completely out with vigorous 
exercise will absolutely sompel sleep. The next 
night I gave myself that same 10 or 12-mile dose 


-of completely exhausting exercise, and after it I 


again slept soundly all night. I kept this. up 
for a month or more with all the vigor and earn- 


lestness of the fight for life which it really was, 


and thus cured myself of insomnia. In the years 
since then, when occasionally I've failed to drop 
to sleep tn about five minutes after going to bed 
I’ve forced myself up. and into my clothes and 
onto the street, no matter what the weather, and 
walked at the all over swinging speed that I'd go 
for a doctor for a sick friend. With arms swing- 
ing and legs tearing along at a hot walking 
speed I go until I begin to feel absolutely ex- 
hausted, whether it’s half an hour or three hours, 
then pile right into bed, being careful not to al- 
low myself to begin thinking on any subject 
whatever, and I never fall to drop right off to 
sleep and sleep soundly through to morning.
